The question that must soon be met and 
answered as to how this war must be 
ended, and what is to be done with slavery, 
is one of the gravest pature and involves tre- 
mendous results. Already men are turu- 
ing over and discussing these great prob- 
lems, and thetronclusions which are reach- 
ed, and the measures which are prepared, 
agree in all respects with the views and 
sentiment, of those who hold and defend 
them, entertal on the subject of slavery. 
There are men North as well as South who 
believe in maintaining and defending the 
peculiar institution; who ff they do not 
hold that slavery is of divine origin and 
sanction, and right in all ages and in every 
land, yet believe that it is best for us in our 
couptry and at this day; that the only ex- 
pedient and every way most desirable re 
lation which can exist between blacks an:! 
whites while they live together in the same 
country, is that of master and slave; and 
hence if it be impossible that the negro 
should be removed and colonized in other 
regions, the institution must be perpetaa! 
in the slave States. 

The men who hold this kind of opinion 

are not in favor of any policy which tends 
to destroy slavery; they hate any measure, 
and the authors and defenders of any meas- 
ures, which tond even remotely to relieve a 
black man from his disabilities, and give 
bim his rights. So palpable to their 
eyes_are the untold evils and dreadful re- 
sults of setting the negroes free and leaving 
them to dweil bere, that they would resist 
such a proposition by all and any means in 
their power. Is must not be supposed that 
this class of men are confined tothe South ; 
on the contrary, they exist in great numbers 
North; and as the only way in which they 
can be reconciled to ending slavery is by 
colonizing the negro, a plan which seems 
almost impracticable, they are virtually 
and really in favor of upholding and de- 
fending slavery. . 
A person with these views is obstinately 
and bitterly against confiscation : he rises 
up in fiercest opposition to President Lin- 
con's proposal for gradual emaucipation, 
even if the owner should be paid full price 
for his slaves. 

On the same grounds, these advocates 
of slavery should oppose, as in fact we 
know they always have during the war, 
any order, proclamation, or action; any 
march or any halt; advance or retreat; ta- 
king of prisoners or releasing them; any 
thing to be commanded or prohibited, 
which seemed in any way to threaten in- 
jary or destruction to this cherished insti- 
tution. To their minds the Constitution 
was framed especially to guard slavery 
above any other interest; ſor this purpose 
the Union was established ; and this Union 
is to be preserved and this Constitntion to be 
enforced so that slavery shall enjoy perfect 
protection, and none of its rights nor priy- 
Deges be diminished or abolished. 

There is a difference of immense breadth 
between contending for the Constitution 
and the Union as the best and only means 
to guard the life of Slavery and secure its 
blessings to ourselves and to our posterity, 
and the opposing and better policy of the 
Fathers; which was, while they faithfully 
pei formed and lived up to all the guaran- 
tees aud obligations of that instrument to- 
wards Siavery, yet always to regard it as 
an injurious and mischievous institution ; 
| which from its very natare so evil and 
wrong, could ovly have a temporary exist- 
ence in this chosen land of liberty; and so 
administer the Government that this oppro- 
bious and wicked rela.ion should be done 
awey with and forgotte:. while the Consti- 
tution remained and secured the blessings 
of liberiy to themselves and their posteri- 
ty forever.

The End of the Avery Incest Case. 

From a crowd of news matter and adver- 
isements the following report of the conclu- 
sion of the Avery incest case was crowded out 
of our columns yesterday morning: 

The examination of Norman 8. Avery, 
charged with the crime of incest upon his 
daughter, Martha H. Avery, resumed on 
Tuesday afternoon, before Justice Brown, in 
the Recorder's Court Room, resulted lu ibe 
discharge of the defendant, upon the ground 
that the testimony was insufficient to hold 


unn 

As at the first examination, the room was 
crowded with an audience eager greedily to 
seize upon every detail drawn out 
in the course of the trial, and manifesting all 
that love for the scurrilons and depraved 
which such an exhibition is likely to produce. 

At about three o elock, Mr. Asay opened for 
the defense, staiing that he intended to show 
that many of the statements of the prosecu- 
trix, made at the previous hearing, were false- 
hoods, not only by competent witnesses whom 
he would. produce, but by the further testi- 
mony of thé girl herself. Martha H. Avery 
was then called to the stand, and te:tlfied sub- 
stantially as follows 

The statement that J made before Justice 
Davis, that Iwas a maiden and had never 
been married, was false’ I was married, in 
New York State, to Wm. Henry — es 
whom I lived only about eleven I 
also Was OB & canal boat as cook about 
weeks, and afterwards took a journey throu 
the State to New York city, with Jos. Wil 
— these facts Ou testtiying, Oy 
‘onceal these fac 
Me. Callin, me it aid 
my father would clear and I wonid be

The girl, still persisted, however lu the state- 
ment that her father had shared her 
bed from Christmas until about the 
date of her making the complaint, and when 
pressed as to her reason for not sooner pre- 
ferring the charge, sald that she did not know 
that Avery “had done anything wrong,” or 
that she could do anything with him. She 
further stated that she was incited to make 
complaint against her father by one Collins, 
who told ber about the date of her father’s 
marriage, February 13, that as soon @s her 
stepmother came home she would be turned 
out of the house, and that she might get 
abead of her father by making this charge, 
and also got $100 for her support. She farther 
ald thet her present adtulsston of her mar 
riage was induced by the knowledge that par- 
thes were going to New York State for the 
purpose of gathering facts in regard to her 
tormer life. 

Other testimony was adduced, showing that 
the man Collins had the prosecu- 
trix to ify falsely for purposes of a private 
malice towards Avery; and for the furtherance 
of bis owp interests; and that, fearing his in- 
ferpal plens were to reeoil upon his own head, 
be had within the past twenty-four bourse left 
the city for parte unknown. At the close of 
the testimony Messrs, Adams and Asay ad- 
dressed the Court, reviewing to some little 
extent the evidence, after which, with a few 
remarks, Justice Brown discharged the defen- 
dant. 

The case, as Whole, is a very singular one. 
Made up of so many contradictions, so many 
atrocities, and of so many conflicting state- 
ments. it would seem almost impossible to 
get at the truth in the matter, That the pros- 
ecuting witness, was a girl, to say the least of 
her, of bad character, and that she had been 
played upon by designing persons, admits of 
no doubt; and, while no jury in the world 
would convict a man upon her evidence, 
there is yet the singular fact remaining that 
even after the discharge of the defendant, and 
while bitterly weeping and expressing the 
deepest regret that she had ever been induced 
to institute the complaint, she yet persisted in 
her statement of the perpetration ofthe alleged 
crime.

The girl was in tears most of the time da- 
ring the examination, and at the close broke 
into a most extravagant fit of weeping, be- 
walling the fate that had led her into such a 
thing, and begging the cuunsel not to send 
her father to prison—evidently hardly con- 
scious that he bad been discharged.
